Dr.  E.  Robert  Black,  professor 
and  director  of  the  division  of 
drama  at  North  Texas  State  Uni- 
versity, has  been  appointed  head  of 
the  Department  of  Speech  and 
Journalism  at  Northwestern. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
of  Northwestern,  in  making  the  an- 
nouncement, said  the  appointment 
becomes  effective  July  1.  Black 
will  also  sarve  as  director  of  North- 
western's  University  Theatre. 

Black  succeeds  Dr.  Edna  West 
who  has  been  University  Theatre 
director  at  Northwestern  for  20 
years  and  head  of  the  department 
of  speech  and  journalism  since  it 
was  established  in  1967. 

A  1943  graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Nebraska,  Black  received 
his  master's  degree  from  North- 
western University  in  Evanston, 
111.,  in  1945  and  his  doctorate  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  in 
1952.

He  has  directed 
undreds  of  major  productions 
uring  the  past  20  years  in  univer- 
ity  theatres  and  community  drama 
rograms. 

Black  designed  the  Theatre- 
adio-Television  plant  at  Texas 
Roman's  University  and  contribut- 
i  to  the  new  University  Theatre 
icility  at  North  Texas.  He  was 
•lected  as  adjudicator  for  the  first 
merican  College  Theatre  Festi- 
il's  Texas  Division.  Black  holds 
embership  in  numerous  educa- 
,  Dnai  and  dramatic  organizations.

Doc  Marx  Retires  After  30  Years 
In  Physical  Education  Department 


Paul  C.  "Doc"  Marx,  who  has  be 
come  something  of  a  legend  in  his 
30  years  on  the  Northwestern  facul- 
ty, will  retire  at  the  end  of  the 
spring  semester. 

As  a  professor  in  the  Department 
of  Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation,   Marx   has   had  nearly

every  student  who  has  attended  the 
university  in  his  health  or  physi- 
cal education  classes  in  the  past 
3  decades. 

Marx  is  a  man  of  boundless 
energy,  and  through  the  years, 
hundreds  of  stories  have  been 
handed  down  about  his  leaping  to 
desktops  to  present  his  lectures, 
bounding  chalk  off  the  heads  of 
napping  students  and  defeating  his 
students  in  a  variety  of  activities, 
including  golf,  tennis,  badminton, 
fencing,  swimming  and  boxing. 

Before  joining  the  Northwestern 
faculty  in  1939,  Marx  had  been  a 
teacher  and  coach  at  Baton  Rouge 
Catholic  High  School.  For  two 
years,  he  was  assistant  athletic 
trainer  at  Louisiana  State  Univer- 
sity. He  served  in  the  U.  S.  Air 
Force  and  was  an  educational  ad- 
viser for  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  in  Natchitoches  and  Ver- 
non Parishes  for  five  years. 

Marx  says  the  C.  in  his  name 
stands  for  Centennial,  but  it's  hard 
to  tell  when  he's  serious.  He  lists 
1S05  as  his  birthdate  but  puts  a 
question  mark  after  it.  He  is  a 
native  of  Crowley. 


Fred  G.  Thatcher,  retired  exe- 
cutive-director of  the  Louisiana 
School  Board  Association,  was  pre- 
sented an  honorary  doctor's  degree 
at  Northwestern  State  University's 
spring  commencement  exercises. 

The  ceremonies  were  conducted 
May  27  in  Prather  Coliseum  on 
the  Northwestern  campus. 

Thatcher,  who  retired  from  the 
School  Board  Association  post  in 
1962,  served  as  secretary  of  the 
organization  for  24  years,  working 
with  23  presidents. 

A  native  of  Minden,  Tatcher 
spent  most  of  his  early  childhood 
on  Gold  Dust  Plantation  near  Elm 
Grove.  His  father  served  as  presi- 
dent of  Hardin  Simmons  Univer- 
sity, and  Thatcher  was  educated  in 
elementary  and  secondary  schools 
of  Abilene,  Texas. 

The  family  moved  to  Ruston  in 
1899  when  the  elder  Thatcher  be- 
came head  of  the  Mathematics  De- 
partment at  Louisiana  Tech. 

Thatcher  attended  Louisiana  in- 
dustrial Institute,  graduating  ii. 
1904  with  a  batchelor  of  industry 
degree  in  mechanical  engineering. 
He  also  attended  Soule  Commercial 
College  in  New  Orleans  and  Loui- 
siana   State    University. 

He  was  auditor,  instructor  and 
business  manager,  registrar  and 
acting  dean  at  Northeast  Junior 
College  in  Monroe  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ouachita  Parish  School 
Board  for  nearly  20  years. 

Thatcher  also  spent  26  years  in 
the  banking  business  in  four  Loui- 
siana banks.  His  positions  in  bank- 
ing included  vice-president  and 
cashier. 

Instrumental  in  the  organization 
of  the  Louisiana  School  Boards 
Association  in  1938,  Thatcher  was 
elected  secretary-treasurer  at  the 
organizational  meeting.

Students  Are  Eligible  To  Apply 
For  Off-Campus  Work  Program 


High  school  seniors  and  univer- 
sity students  are  eligible  to  apply 
for  the  Summer  Off-Campus  Work 
Study  Program  at  Northwestern 
State  University. 

Dr.  Frank  Martin,  director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Financial  Aid  at  North- 
western, said  participants  in  the 
program  may  earn  up  to  $768  in 
the  12-week  project.  The  students 
taking  part  in  the  program  are 
paid  $1.60  an  hour  for  40-hour 
weeks. 

According  to  Martin,  students 
will  be  expected  to  save  a  high 
percentage  of  their  earnings  for 
attendance  at  Northwestern  in  the 
fall  semester. 

Martin  also  said  that  participants 
in  the  program,  which  is  edminis- 
tered  by  the  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity,  m  ist  qualify  under 
federal  guide  es  for  student 
financial  aid. 

Students  i'  .erested  in  the  pro- 
gram must  submit  financial  aid 
applications  and  other  work-study 
program  applications  to  the  North- 
western Bureau  of  Financial  Aid. 

Persons  taking  part  in  the  work 
program  will  be  employed  at  non- 
profit state  or  federal  agencies  for 
the  12-week  summer  period.  Stu- 
dents will  work  a  maximum  of  40 
hours  a  week  and  will  be  paid  by 
the  hour. 

Martin  said  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  place  students  as  near  as 
possible  to  their  home  and  to  find 


the  students  employment  closely 
related  to  their  major  field  of 
study. 

Applications  and  additional  in- 
formation on  the  Summer  Work- 
Study  Program  may  be  obtained  by 
writing  Bureau  of  Financial  Aid, 
Northwestern. 


Health  Program 
Grant  Received 

Northwestern  has  been  awarded 
an  Allied  Health  Profession  Basic 
Improvement  Grant  of  $14,786  for 
support  of  programs  of  study  pre- 
paring students  as  medical  tech- 
nologists and  dietitians. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
of  Northwestern  said  the  grant  was 
awarded  by  the  Division  of  Health 
Manpower  Educational  Services, 
Public  Health  Service  of  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare. 

The  departments  of  biological 
sciences,  chemistry,  home  eco- 
nomics and  microbiology  at  North- 
western are  all  involved  in  a  co- 
ordinated program  of  studies  for 
the  training  of  medical  technolo- 
gists and  dietitians. 

Grant  funds  will  be  utilized  by 
the  departments  to  buy  equipment 
and  supplies  to  improve  the  quality 
and  content  of  courses  offered  to 
students  majoring  in  medical  tech- 
nology and  dietetics.

Dr.  Millard  J.  Bienvenu,  head  of 
the  Northwestern  Department  of 
Sociology  and  Social  Work,  haa 
been  appointed  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  Drug  Advis- 
ory Council. 

Announcement  of  Bienvenu's 
selection  to  the  advLsory  panel 
was  made  by  William  J.  Dodd,  state 
superintendent  of  education. 

Dodd  said  the  40-member  Advis- 
ory Council  will  work  with  the 
State  Department  of  Education  in 
its  efforts  to  implement  a  state- 
wide drug  education   program. 

The  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion began  drug  education  semi- 
nars this  year  with  regional  meet- 
ings in  Monroe,  Baton  Rouge,  Lafa- 
yette, New  Orleans,  Alexandria, 
Lake  Charles  and  Hammond.  Bien- 
venu served  as  one  of  the  semi- 
nar speakers. 

Bienvenu  recently  completed  a 
survey  of  more  than  15,000  Louis- 
iana high  school  students  on  their 
attitudes  toward  illegal  drug  use, 
drug  education  and  their  exposure 
to  drugs. 

Findings  of  the  survey  were 
used  in  the  State  Department  of 
Education  seminars,  and  prelimi- 
nary reports  were  published  in  the 
February  issue  of  "Louisiana 
Schools"  and  the  fall  issue  of 
"Louisiana  Studies." 

Bienvenu  will  also  direct  a  four- 
week  Summer  Institute  in  Drug 
Abuse  at  Northwestern.  Scheduled 
for  June  7  through  July  2,  the  in- 
stitute is  the  first  of  its  kind  in 
Louisiana.

GSC  Dissolved 
As  Tech,  USL 
Join  New  Loop 

By  a  vote  of  10-1  at  a  special 
mid-May  meeting,  the  State  Board 
of  Education  agreed  to  allow  Loui- 
siana Tech  and  Southwestern  Loui- 
siana to  withdraw  from  the  Gulf 
States  Conference,  paving  the  way 
for  both  to  join  the  Southland 
Conference  and  and  setting  off  a 
chain  reaction  that  soon  dissolved 
the  GSC. 

Immediately  after  the  Board's 
action  in  regards  to  Tech  and 
Southwestern,  the  other  GSC 
members — Northwestern  State,  Mc- 
Neese  State,  Northeast  Lnnisiana, 
Nicholls  State  and  Southeastern 
Louisiana — also  asked  and  receiv- } 
ed  permission  to  withdraw  from 
the  league,  leaving  the  directions 
of  their  athletic  futures  in  doubt. 

"It's  a  sad  day  for  the  GSC," 
said  Northwestern  athletic  direc-  j 
tor  Glenn  Gossett.  "Tech  and 
Southwestern  think  they're  going 
big-time  by  going  in  the  South- 
land Conference. 

"I  don't  know  what  the  other 
schools  can  do,  but  we'd  like  to 
have  some  kind  of  league." 

Soon  after  the  meeting,  it  was 
announced  that  McNeese  State 
would  also  seek  to  join  the  South- 
land Conference,  a  league  that  has 
major  college  status  in  all  ^^-o-ts  I 
but  football.  Northeast  said  plans  j 
to  seek  major  status  n  all  sports  j 
without  joming  a  league. 

Gossett  says  Northwestern  of- 
ficials are  studying  several  ave- 
nues to  follow — major  college  in- 
dependent, small  college  confer- 
ence  and  NAIA   independent. 

Southeastern  and  Nicholls  are 
definitely  interested  in  continuing 
in  a  league.  Tampa  and  Chatta- 
nooga are  two  current  indepen- 
dents thinking  along  ihc  lines  of 
forming    a    mid-south    conference. 

The  Gulf  Slates  Conference  was 
formed  in  1948.  It  was  classified 
small  college  in  all  sports,  but 
produced  a  very  high  caliber  of 
athletic  competition.

Three  No-Hitters  By  Schick 
Feature  Showing  In  Baseball 


Seeoiid  In  League 

Losing  the  championship  match 
in  No.  1  doubles.  Northwestern 
State  failed  by  a  point  in  its  bid 
to  claim  third  place  in  the  Gulf 
States  Conference  tennis  meet  this 
season. 

Nevertheless,  the  Demons'  fourth 
place  finish  represented  their 
best  league  showing  in  five  years 
and  advanced  them  two  notches 
above  their  1970  CSC  standing. 

Northwestern  posted  its  most 
wins  in  history  in  regular  season, 
compiling  a  9-5  won-lost  record. 
Playing  No.  3  singles,  senior  Jim 
Genovese  won  14  of  19  matches 
to  establish  a  new  mark  for  most 
individual  wins  in  a  season. 


Three  no-hitters  by  Woody 
Schick,  a  1.85  earned  run  average 
by  Jimmy  Stewart  and  the  sensa- 
tional play  of  rookie  shortstop 
Bobby  Hrapmann  were  the  high- 
lights of  Northwestern  State  Uni- 
versity's  1971   baseball   season. 

The  Demons,  suffering  through 
9-23  and  10-24  seasons  the  past 
two  seasons  while  finishing  last  in 
the  Gulf  States  Conference,  im- 
proved to  a  17-20  overall  record 
this  spring  and  ended  in  a  three- 
way  tie  for  fifth  place  in  the  seven 
team  league. 

Five  regulars,  outfielder  Kenny 
Reed  (.220).  catcher  Johnny  Janese 
(.204),  outfielder  John  Boogaerts 
(.202),  first  baseman  James  Gib- 
son (.316),  and  Stewart  have  no 
more    eligibility   remaining. 

Gibson  suffered  a  concussion  in 
the  ninth  game  of  the  season 
which  forced  him  to  the  sidelines 
for  the  remainder  of  the  campaign. 

Stewart,  a  6-foot-3,  205-pound 
righthander,  struck  out  71  batters 
in  78  innings  and  had  the  best 
won-lost  record  (7-5)  on  NSU's 
staff.  He  completed  10  of  the  11 
games  he  started  and  was  named 
to  the  coaches  all-GSC  team. 

Schick,  a  Shreveport-Fair  Park 
product,  hurled  no-hitters  in  his 
first  two  games  of  the  season  a- 
gainst  Stephen  F.  Austin  and 
Southeastern  Louisiana.  He  later 
pitched  another  gem  against  SFA. 
In  all.  Schick  labored  a  workhorse 


105%  innings  this  season,  a  school 
record. 

The  6-foot,  200-pounder  also  set 
school  records  this  spring  for  most 
games  started  (14)  and  most  gam- 
es completed  (13). 

Hrapmann,  a  switch-hitting  lead- 
off  man,  topped  the  Demons  in 
six  individual  categories.  He  set  a 
school  record  for  most  at  bats 
with  127,  snapping  the  old  stand- 
ard of  121  set  by  Coach  Smith  in 
1962. 

The  5-foot-9  New  Orleans  native 
led  the  club  in  most  hits  (41), 
which  is  pust  one  less  than  the 
NSU  record  held  by  Ralph  Con- 
rad (1959).  Hrapma«n  also  was 
best  among  his  teammates  in  runs 
scored  (18),  total  bases  (49),  stolen 
bases  (6),  and  batting  average 
(.323). 

Sophomore  third  baseman  Mike 
Timms,  who  drove  in  a  team  lead- 
ing 18  runs,  Janese,  and  Boogaerts 
led  NSU  with  three  home  runs 
apiece.  Boogaerts  blasted  10  round- 
trippers  a  year  ago. 

Freshman  outfielder  Charles 
Jackson,  who  appeared  in  just  28 
games,  drew  18  walks  and  fresh- 
man outfielder  Tommy  Henry  rap- 
ped five  doubles  to  pace  th3  De- 
mons in  those  deparements.

A  200  per  cent  scoring  improve- 
ment in  the  Gulf  States  Conference 
meet  and  two  school  records. 

These  were  the  highlights  of 
Northwestern  State  University's 
1971  building  track  team,  which 
scored  24  points  in  the  GSC  meet 
and  earlier  in  the  season  establish- 
ed new  standards  in  the  triple  jump 
and  440-yard  intermediate  hurdlers. 

Farrell  Soileau  leaped  49-2%  in 
the  triple  jump  to  beat  the  previous 
NSU  record  of  48-8y2  set  by  Monte 
Ledbetter  in  1964,  while  Blaine 
Vedros  timed  53.6  in  the  hurdles 
to  better  the  former  54.8  mark  set 
by  Larry  Kees  in  1969. 

The  point  output  in  the  GSC 
meet  didn't  allow  the  Demons  to  i 
escape  their  fifth  consecutive  sixth 
place  league  finish,  but  did  repre- 
sent a  rise  of  16  points  over  their 
j  1970  league  output. 

Northwestern  appeared  on  the 
way  to  advancing  at  least  one 
notch  in  the  GSC  meet,  but  dropped 
the  baton  on  the  third  leg  of  the 
mile  relay,  battling  Southwestern 
Louisiana  for  the  lead  in  the  race. 
The  Demons  failed  to  score  in  the 
event. 

"Eddie  Carroll  (48.8)  and  Steve 
Jones  (47.4)  gave  us  a  chance  in 
this  event  to  move  up  in  the  GSC," 
said  Coach  Glenn  Gossett,  "but 
our  inexperience  cost  us. 

"However,  we  made  some  defi- 
nite progress  this  year  toward  turn- 
ing our  program  around  and  get- 
ting started  in  a  postitve  direction." 

This  spring's  Northwestern  team 
featured  only  four  seniors — Ron- 
nie Haworth,  Tommy  Wilson,  Ra- 
man Triche  and  Danny  Strange. 

Haworth  set  the  pace  in  scoring 
over  the  entire  season  by  totaling 
78  points.  He  placed  third  in  the 
880-yard  run  in  the  GSC  meet, 
timing  1:52.4. 

Wilson  leaped  6-6  in  the  high 
jump  in  the  GSC  to  win  the  event. 
Triche  placed  third  in  the  javelin 
with  a  throw  of  220-10. 

Next  year's  NSU  team  will  be 
buUt  around  Soileau,  Vedros,  Car- 
roll and  Jones,  and  three  return- 
ing individuals  who  scored  in  the 
GSC  meet— Rodney  Mize  (4th  in 
the  triple  jump  and  3rd  in  the 
!  long  jump),  Richard  Lewis  (3rd 
in  the  pole  vault)  and  Wayne  Kof- 
novec  (5th  in  the  shot  put.)  Car- 
roll placed  5th  in  the  long  jump 
in  the  GSC  meet,  and  ran  on  a 
fifth  place  440-yard  relay  team, 
along  with  Cliff  Vandiver,  Donald 
Johnson  and  Jones. 

"Although  we  lose  some  youngs 
ters  we'd  like  to  have  back,"  said 
Gossett,  "we  have  the  nucleus  re- 
turning to  build  a  better  team 
next  season."
